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PREFACE 


Although  the  descendants  of  Edward  Plowden  I.,  are 
scattered  far  and  wide,  the  genealogy  of  the  Plowden 
family  is  correctly  traced  by  J.  S.  Plowden,  of  Greenville, 
as  follows : 

Editor,  Manning  Times: 

The  first  column,  first  page  of  "The  Manning  Times.” 
of  February  29th,  was  devoted  to  some  interesting  infor¬ 
mation  about  some  of  the  original  settlers  of  Clarendon 
County,  therein,  were  several  allusions  to  the  "Plowdens,” 
in  those  allusions  were  the  statements  that  in  1737,  there 
was  an  "Edward  Plowden”  in  Williamsburg  County,  fur¬ 
ther  on  was  the  statement,  that  there  was  in  the  census 
of  Williamsburg  County  in  1790,  an  "Edward  Plowden” 
listed,  and  the  remark  that  whether  that  was  the  same 
"Edward  Plowden”  of  1737,  was  not  knowm;  further  on 
in  the  article  was  the  statement  that  the  Plowdens  seem¬ 
ed  to  "concentrate”  in  Clarendon  County. 

To  give  some  enlightenment  on  the  above  points  to 
those  Plowden  readers  of  your  paper  who  your  corres¬ 
pondent  says  "concentrate”  in  Clarendon  County,  I  will 
attempt  this  task. 

Happily  for  the  genealogy  or  family  history  of  "the 
Plowdens,”  it  is  known  that  the  "Edward  Plowden”  first 
referred  to  as  living  in  Williamsburg  County  in  1737,  came 
to  South  Carolina  in  a  colony  of  Protestant  immigrants, 
Scotch,  North  of  England,  Scotch  Irish  and  Irish,  from 
the  North  of  Ireland,  in  the  year  1732,  and  settled  in 
lower  Williamsburg  County,  in  those  sections  known  as 
lower  Black  River,  Cedar  Swamp,  Black  Mingo  and  Indian- 
town,  they  were  all  or  most  of  them  Presbyterians,  and 
those  who  were  not,  at  the  time  of  their  immigration, 
soon  thereafter  accepted  and  adopted  that  faith,  they 
built  a  house  of  worship  out  of  hewn  pine  logs,  that 
being  the  first  Presbyterian  Church  built  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina  outside  the  City  of  Charleston,  and  by  the  year  1836, 
one  dozen  Presbyterian  Churches  throughout  lower  and 
central  South  Carolina  w*ere  the  offspring  of  that  mother 
church.  To  the  present  time  most  of  the  Plowdens  wher- 
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ever  they  are  or  whatever  they  do,  hold  or  carry  the  torch 
of  Presbyterianism. 

As  to  the  “Plowdens”  concentrating  in  Clarendon 
County,  quite  a  number  of  them  live  in  the  adjoining 
counties  of  Wiliamsburg  and  Sumter,  there  are  Plowdens, 
or  Plowdens  once  removed  living  in  Aiken,  Charleston, 
Darlington,  Georgetown,  Greenwood,  Laurens,  Anderson, 
Richland  and  Spartanburg  Counties,  and  twenty-one  of 
us  here  in  Greenville,  a  married  daughter  of  mine  with 
one  child  lives  in  Greensboro,  N.  C.,  a  nephew  in  Ashe¬ 
ville,  N.  C.,  a  cousin  and  family  in  or  near  Greensboro, 
N.  C.,  another  with  family  in  Concord,  N.  C.,  another  in 
Charlotte,  N.  C. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Plowden  and  family  in  Wilmington,  N.  C., 
he  has  a  son  in  business  in  Richmond,  Va.,  another  in 
Birmingham,  Ala.  I  have  a  married  daughter  and  her 
two  children  in  Turtle  Creek,  Pa.,  a  nephew  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Pa.  I  have  one  son  and  family  in  Rome,  Ga.,  an¬ 
other  and  family  in  Griffin,  Ga.,  two  nephews  and  their 
families  live  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  a  family  of  cousins  in  or 
near  Macon,  Ga.,  a  colony  of  them  at  Edison,  Ga.,  another 
at  Dickie,  Ga.,  another  in  Valdosta,  Ga.  I  have  two  fam¬ 
ilies  of  nephews  and  nieces  living  in  Florida,  there  is  a 
colony  of  them  in  Houston,  Texas,  another  in  Moorpark, 
California,  and  one  young  man  of  them  went  from  Man¬ 
ning  to  Los  Angeles,  California,  twenty-three  years  ago, 
and  as  if  Uncle  Sam’s  broad  lands  are  too  narrow  limits 
to  satisfy  our  propensity  to  scatter,  I  have  two  nephews 
who  command  vessels  of  Uncle  Sam’s  navy  on  the  high 
seas. 

The  first  Edward  Plowden  had  two  sons,  Edwin  and 
Edward,  who  served  under  Capt.  James  Conyers,  Jr.,  in 
Major  John  James’  batallion,  General  Marion’s  brigade 
in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  there  is  no  record  of  Edwin 
later  than  the  Revolutionary  War,  but  Edward  was  the 
“Edward  Plowden’’  in  Williamsburg  County  in  1790,  and 
the  progenitor  of  all  the  Plowdens  of  South  Carolina  and 
those  scattered  as  I  have  related,  at  this  time,  he  was  the 
father  of  Miles  Hampton,  William,  Samuel  Edgar,  Gabriel 
(my  grandfather)  and  Edward  Ransom,  who  died  an 
American  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  was  buried  in 
the  church  burying  grounds  of  Glebe  Street  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Charleston. 

Edward  Plowden  had  moved  from  lower  Williamsburg 
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County  and  was  living  on  the  east  bank  of  Pudding 
Swamp,  a  very  picturesque  site  about  one  mile  from  what 
is  now  the  line  between  Clarendon  and  Williamsburg 
Counties,  at  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Some 
years  after  that,  having  obtained  a  tract  of  several  thou¬ 
sand  acres  of  land  right  in  the  fork  between  the  two 
streams  of  Black  River,  he  built  his  home  on  the  south 
side  of  a  bold  stream  across  which  he  built  a  dam  and 
erected  a  grist  and  flour  mill,  damming  the  stream  made 
his  home  site  so  sickly  that  the  residence  was  abandoned 
and  he  selected  another  site  and  built  about  a  mile  nearer 
to  Brewington  Lake,  on  the  highway  between  Brewing- 
ton  Crossing  and  Sumter,  his  son  Samuel  Edgar  succeeded 
him  in  that  residence,  and  his  son  Edwin  Ruthvin,  suc¬ 
ceeded  him  in  that  residence,  and  both  father  and  son 
lived  their  lives  there. 

In  my  time  and  before  that,  the  grits  and  flour  mill 
that  I  have  referred  to  was  known  as  Ruthvin  Plowden 
Mill  to  distinguish  it  from  Hampton  Plowden’s  (his  un¬ 
cle)  mill  some  ten  miles  north,  located  on  Penn  Branch 
which  gave  the  name  “Plowden’s  Mill,”  to  the  upper  town¬ 
ship  in  the  fork  of  Black  River,  the  various  Plowden  fam¬ 
ilies,  the  Nelson’s  and  some  other  Presbyterian  families, 
organized  and  built  a  church  about  the  center  of  the 
lower  township  to  which  the  name  of  “Harmony”  was 
given  and  that  was  the  name  given  to  the  lower  township 
in  “the  fork,”  all  that  indicates  the  abandoned  site  of  that 
church  is  the  church  graveyard  where  many  of  the  Plow¬ 
den’s  are  buried,  among  them  my  grandfather,  Gabriel, 
who  was  an  elder  of  the  church. 

From  the  later  part  of  the  18th  century  when  my 
great  grandfather  “Edward”  married  a  Miss  Nelson  and 
one  of  his  sisters  married  a  Conyers,  it  has  been  charac¬ 
teristic  of  the  Plowdens  and  their  blood  relatives  to  mar¬ 
ry  their  cousins.  Consequently  such  inter-marriages  from 
one  generation  through  succeeding  generations  has  been 
practiced  among  the  Plowdens,  Nelsons,  Conyers,  Dickies, 
McFaddins,  DuRants,  Burgess,  Bagnals,  Montgomerys, 
Muldrows,  English’s,  Chinas,  Nettles.  Olivers  and  fami¬ 
lies  of  other  names,  that  it  is  beyond  genealogical  mathe¬ 
matics  to  unravel  the  tangle  of  relationship. 

So  far  as  I  know,  there  has  been  but  three  Plowdens 
who  have  sought  or  held,  public  office,  but  whenever  war 
has  threatened  and  our  country  has  called,  they  have  pa- 
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triotically  stepped  to  the  front  and  answered,  “here  am  I.” 

There  are  comparatively  few  male  descendants  of 
Miles  Hampton  and  William  Plowden,  bearing  the  Plow- 
den  name  in  this  generation,  but  those  of  Samuel  Edgar 
and  my  grandfather,  Gabriel,  are  legion.

Noie — The  Census  of  1790  referred  to  by  Mr.  Plowden 
in  the  above  letter  was  of  Clarendon  County  and  not  Wil¬ 
liamsburg,  as  his  impression  seems  to  indicate. 

We  were  probably  in  error  when  we  used  the  word 
“concentrate”  in  the  original  story.  What  we  were  trying 
to  bring  out  was  the  fact  that  there  are  now  many  Plow- 
dens  here,  all  of  which  sprang  from  Edward  Plowden, 
whereas,  there  are  but  few  Witherspoons,  of  which  there 
were  a  large  number  in  the  original  settlement  in  this 
vicinity.

On  the  first  page  of  this  brochure  is  an  authentic  copy 
of  the  Plowden  Coat  of  Arms,  obtained  from  British  her¬ 
aldry. 

On  the  second  page  is  a  picture  of  “Plowden  Hall”  ob¬ 
tained  in  1910  in  the  neighborhood  of  where  that  ances¬ 
tral  home  has  stood  for  centuries,  near  Southampton, 
England. 

Plowden  is  an  English  name  and  means  “one  who 
plows  in  the  dale.” 

In  England  the  ancestry  is  traced  to  the  eleventh  cen¬ 
tury  when  Sir  Roger  Plowden  attended  Richard  the-Lion- 
hearted  on  his  crusade  to  the  Holy  Land  as  esquire. 

The  first  Plowden  in  America  was  Francis  Plowden, 
who  accompanied  Colonel  Moore  on  an  expedition  to  St. 
Augustine  in  the  seventeenth  century  against  the  Span¬ 
iards  and  Seminole  Indians,  which  proved  disastrous,  and 
Francis  Plowden  lost  his  life. 

In  1632 _ Plowden  came  with  a  large  colony  and 

a  grant  from  King  James  of  England,  to  all  of  Long  Is¬ 
land  (now  a  part  of  New  York  State)  and  some  of  the 
shore  lands  across  the  sound  in  what  is  now  New  Eng¬ 
land,  and  the  whole  grant  was  given  the  name  of  New 
Albion,  or  New  England. 
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After  setting  up  his  territorial  government  and  get¬ 
ting  the  machinery  going  well,  the  Indians  fell  on  the 
whole  colony  and  massacred  Plowden  and  his  wife  and 
hundreds  of  his  settlers,  carried  many  women  and  chil¬ 
dren  away  captive,  after  reducing  the  settlement  to  ashes. 
Among  the  captive  children  were  Francis  and  George 

Plowden,  sons  of  the  Lord  Palatine _ Plowden.  Those 

two  boys  were  afterwards  rescued  from  the  Indi?  ps,  but 
their  father  being  dead,  with  the  turn  in  politics,  the  title 
to  their  father’s  property  was  disregarded  and  they  lost 
all. 

Those  boys,  Francis  and  George  Plowden  drifted  down 
the  coast  to  the  colony  of  Maryland,  got  plantations  of 
land  in  that  colony  on  Chesapeake  Bay,  on  a  tributary, 
which  empties  into  the  Bay,  where  “Bushwood,”  a  grand 
estate  was  built  and  maintained  in  grand  style  until  the 
years  following  the  “War  Between  the  States.” 

The  Plowden  that  interests  most  of  those  for  whom 
this  is  written  was  Edward,  who  joined  a  party  of  Pres¬ 
byterians  and  sailed  from  an  Irish  port  in  their  own  ves¬ 
sel  in  1732. 

Due  to  the  influence  of  William  James,  who  settled  on 
Black  River  in  1732,  the  township  was  named  Williams¬ 
burg  in  honor  of  William  of  Orange. 

Captain  John  James,  father  of  William,  served  under 
the  Prince  of  Orange  before  he  came  to  the  British  throne, 
that  is  how  the  name  Williamsburg  was  given  to  the 
county. 

In  1732  that  colony  of  forty  Scotch-Irish  under  the 
leadership  of  Roger  Gordon,  settled  about  the  King’s  Tree 
on  Black  River  on  lands  now  within  the  immediate  vicin¬ 
ity  of  Kingstree. 

Making  up  that  colony  of  forty,  were  the  families  of 
the  following  men :  Roger  Gordon,  Edward  Plowden,  Rob¬ 
ert  Erwin,  James  Armstrong,  David  Johnson,  Adam 
McDonald,  William  James,  Archibald  Hamilton,  David 
Wilson,  and  John  Scott. 

This  colony  came  up  Black  River  and  disembarked 
from  their  vessel  at  Brown’s  Ferry,  blazed  their  way 
through  the  forest  along  what  is  now  the  Kingstree- 
Georgetown  highway  to  the  King’s  Tree.  These  were  the 
first  settlers  in  Williamsburg  Township. 

A  circumstance  which  gave  these  early  settlers  much 
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alarm  was  the  Indians  when  they  came  to  hunt  in  the 
spring.  They  came  in  great  numbers  like  the  Egyptian 
locusts,  but  they  were  not  hurtful. 

The  colonists  had  fears  on  many  accounts  such  as, 
being  massacred  by  Indians,  or  bit  by  snakes,  or  torn 
by  wild  beasts,  or  of  being  lost  in  the  wilderness  of 
swamps  in  which  Williamsburg  County  abounds.  At  least 
three  of  the  colonists  were  lost. 

In  September,  1736,  a  church  was  formed  and  a  min¬ 
ister,  Robert  Herron  was  obtained  from  Ireland. 

When  Edward  Plowden  came  to  America  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  he  connected  him¬ 
self  with  the  “Prince  Frederick  Church,”  near  the  present 
county  line  of  Williamsburg-Georgetown  Counties,  but 
moving  nearer  to  Kingstree  and  his  wife,  who  before  mar¬ 
riage  was  a  Miss  Ransom,  a  Scotch  Presbyterian,  they 
joined  with  the  Presbyterians  of  Williamsburg  Church,  a 
mile  out  of  the  present  town  of  Kingstree.

Broad  Avenue,  Altoona,  Pa.,  written  May  10,  1937,  this :

“Edward  Plowden,  Senior,  settled  near  Prince  Fred¬ 
erick’s  Church  in  Georgetown  County  in  1735.  He  lived 
in  Williamsburg,  just  across  the  Georgetown  line.  He  was 
a  member  of  Prince  Frederick’s  Church  of  England,  and 
his  children  were  baptized  in  the  church.  (See  copy  of 
Church  Register.) 

Edward  Plowden,  Junior,  was  born  June  17, 1744,  and 
died  May  10,  1819.  He  married  Miss  Susannah  Nelson 
and  their  children  were : 

1.  Edward  Ranson  II,  a  soldier  of  war  of  1812.  Died 
without  issue. 

2.  Frances,  married  Edwin  Dickey  Aug.  5,  1819. 
Died  July  17,  1855. 

3.  Miles  Hampton  (Dr.)  married  Martha  Lenoir 
Dickey  April  11,  1809. 

4.  William  James,  born  1782.  Married  Mary  McGill 
Dickey  April  11,  1810.  Died  Sept.  26,  1830. 

Samuel  Edgar  Nelson,  married  Nancy  Ann  Hodge 
(nee  DuPree)  a  widow. 

6.  Gabriel,  married  first:  Mary  Jane  Montgomery; 
second,  Rebecca  Bagnal;  third,  Eliza  Mary  Douglas. 
Died  Nov.,  1864. 

Edward  Plowden  was  appointed  a  captain  in  the  Colo¬ 
nial  Guards  by  the  Governor  of  the  Colony. 

Edward  Plowden,  I,  of  America,  and  his  wife  seem  to 
have  had  three  sons,  Edward  Ransom,  John,  and  Edwin 
Ruthvin,  reach  maturity,  also  three  daughters,  of  these, 
this  is  probably,  but  not  actually  authentic. 

One  daughter  seems  to  have  married  a  Mr.  Weston,  a 
very  partisan  Revolutionist  of  great  wealth,  with  an  es¬ 
tate  on  the  east  of  Waccamaw  River  in  Georgetown 
County.  One  of  their  sons  was  Plowden  Weston,  to  whom 
James  Henry  Rice  devoted  a  whole  chapter  in  his  book, 
“The  Aftermath  of  Glory,”  entitled  “An  Idyll  of  Wacca¬ 
maw.” 

Another  daughter  married  one  of  the  Captains  Con¬ 
yers,  of  Revolutionary  fame,  and  a  third  daughter  mar¬ 
ried  Captain  John  Nelson  of  Marion’s  Brigade,  and  Ed¬ 
ward  Ransom  Plowden  married  Captain  John  Nelson’s 
sister,  hence  the  close  blood  relationship  between  the 
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Plowdens  and  Nelsons,  which  has  often  been  renewed  by 
subsequent  intermarriages. 

From  that  marriage  derives  all  the  Plowdens  of  the 
South  and  West,  for  John  and  Edwin  Ruthvin  died  with¬ 
out  issue,  and  nothing  is  known  of  either  since  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War. 

Edward  Ransom  preparatory  to  marriage,  built  on  the 
Bluff  of  Pudding  Swamp,  about  one  mile  from  where  it 
flows  into  Black  River  and  in  a  beautiful  grove  eight  miles 
west  of  Kingstree.  That  house,  built  in  the  year  1772,  is 
still  standing  in  perfect  condition  (see  picture  herewith) 
and  is  probably  without  a  parallel  in  the  world. 

Edward  Plowden  took  his  slaves  into  Pudding  Swamp 
and  selected  only  red  heart  cypress  for  use  in  building. 
The  stock  was  cut  and  hauled  to  the  bank  and  a  saw-pit 
dug,  a  frame  work  set  up  and  one  slave  standing  in  the 
pit,  the  other  on  the  frame  above  the  log  with  cross-cut 
saw,  sawed  every  piece  of  lumber  used  in  building  a  story 
and  half  house  with  six  rooms  and  two  room  wing  (din¬ 
ing  and  kitchen  room,  and  house  length  veranda,  facing 
directly  East,  and  in  half-story  two  rooms  reached  by  nar¬ 
row  stairway,  with  half  sized  windows  on  each  side  of  the 
chimney  funnel  at  each  end  of  the  house. 

For  165  years  that  structure  from  step  boards  to 
shingles  and  saddleboard  on  top  of  roof,  has  stood  with¬ 
out  one  drop  of  preservative  paint,  stands  at  this  time  a 
tribute  both  to  the  indestructibility  of  the  timber  and  of 
the  character  of  the  builder  and  founder  of  a  tribe,  now 
become  a  host  of  several  hundreds. 

Every  nail,  hinge,  lock  and  other  metal  building  mate¬ 
rial,  was  plantation  shop  made. 

From  that  house,  came  these  matured  children: 
Frances,  who  married  Edwin  Dickey ;  Miles  Hampton  (af¬ 
terward  Doctor),  who  married  Edwin  Dickey’s  sister, 
Martha;  William,  who  married  Edwin  Dickey’s  second  and 
other  sister,  Mary. 

Samuel  Edgar  who  married  a  widow  Nancy  (nee 
DuPree)  Hodge. 

Gabriel,  youngest  son,  who  first  married  Jane  Mont¬ 
gomery;  second  wife,  Rebecca  Bagnal;  third  wife,  Mary 
Eliza  Douglas,  one  daughter  (name  unknown)  who  mar¬ 
ried  a  Montgomery  (w'hose  name  also  is  unknown.)  One 
son,  Edward  Ransom,  joined  the  American  Army  in  the 
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War  of  1812,  died  and  was  buried  in  Glebe  Street  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  graveyard  in  Charleston,  S.  C.

I  willl  take  my  kodak  along  too,  for  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  old  home. 

Have  you  any  suggestions  to  make  about  my  procur¬ 
ing  data  while  down  that  way?  That  is,  anything  that 
will  be  useful  for  your  history. 

I  haven’t  heard  from  Miss  DeSassure  since  she  start¬ 
ed  my  research  work,  and  will  send  you  whatever  she 
finds.  I  think  I  wrote  you  once  before  that  she  sent  me 
(three  years  ago),  a  certificate  from  the  Council  of  Safety 
that  Edward  Plowden  was  commissioned  a  captain  in  Col. 
Rohlmaker’s  Company.  This,  I  suppose  was  the  first  Ed¬ 
ward  Plowden  and  the  father  of  Edward  Plowden  who 
fought  under  General  Marion.  I  am  expecting  Miss  De¬ 
Sassure  to  clear  this  up  for  me.

In  the  name  of  God  Amen: 

I,  Edward  Plowden  of  Sumter  District  and  State  of 
South  Carolina,  being  of  sound  mind  and  memory,  and 
calling  to  mind  the  uncertainty  of  life  and  the  great  cer¬ 
tainty  of  death,  do  hereby  make  and  publish  this  my  last 
Will  and  Testament;  revoking  and  annulling  all  former 
will  and  testaments  by  me  heretofore  made — 

First.  It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  the  Deeds  which 
I  have  executed  in  favor  of  Edward  Ransom  Plowden, 
Miles  Hampton  Plowden,  William  Plowden,  Samuel  Edgar 
Plowden,  Gabriel  Plowden,  Hannah  Plowden  and  Samuel 
E.  Nelson  and  Samuel  Edgar  Plowden,  Trustees  for 
Frances  Elizabeth  Plowden,  and  to  Samuel  E.  Nelson  and 
Samuel  Edgar  Plowden,  Trustees  for  Mary  Nelson  Mont¬ 
gomery,  be  all  confirmed  by  my  executors  hereafter  nam¬ 
ed  delivering  them  respectively  to  whom  of  right  they 
belong  and  that  they  stand  in  full  force  and  virtue  agree¬ 
able  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  each  and  every  one 
of  them — 

Second.  Unto  my  son  Samuel  Edgar  Plowden  I  give 
and  bequeath  The  Plantation  of  Land  whereon  he  now 
resides  including  two  tracts  of  land  adjoining  the  Mill 
Tract  bounded  West  by  George  Rowe,  on  the  North  by 
Peter  Haley  and  James  Nelson’s  land  on  the  East  by 
Samuel  E.  Nelson’s  land  and  on  the  South  by  Captain 
James  Davis’  land.  The  three  tracts  of  land  containing 
about  eight  hundred  acres  more  or  less. 

My  son  Samuel  Edgar  Plowden  to  Have  and  to  Hold 
the  said  Three  Tracts  of  land  for  and  during  the  term  of 
his  natural  life  and  no  longer;  and  should  his  present  wife 
Ann  Plowden  survive  him  then  and  in  that  event  she  is 
to  Have  and  Hold  the  said  Three  Tracts  of  land  during 
her  Widowhood  and  no  longer — and  after  the  decease  of 
my  said  son  Samuel  Edgar  Plowden  and  the  termination 
of  the  widowhood  of  the  said  Ann  Plowden  (if  ever  she 
should  be  a  widow)  the  said  three  Tracts  is  hereby  given 
and  bequeathed  unto  my  grandson  James  Edward  Plow¬ 
den  the  son  of  Samuel  Edgar  Plowden  (  his  heirs  and  as- 
signes  forever. 

Third.  Unto  my  grandsons  John  Conyers  and  Samuel 
Edward  Conyers,  I  give  and  bequeath  all  my  interest, 
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right  and  title  to  the  tract  of  land  purchased  by  John 
Conyers  deceased,  and  myself  from  Mr.  Arthur  to  them 
and  their  assignes  forever. 

Fourth.  Unto  my  six  grand  children,  Susanna  Nelson, 
Eliza  Pendergrass,  John  Conyers,  Mary  N.  Conyers,  Sam¬ 
uel  E.  Conyers  and  Harriet  Taylor  Conyers  I  give  and 
bequeath  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  to  be  paid 
out  of  my  stock  of  cattle. 

Fifth.  The  rest  and  residue  of  my  whole  estate  not 
otherwise  disposed  of,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  sons 
Samuel  Edgar  Plowden,  William  Plowden,  Miles  Hampton 
Plowden,  Edward  Ransome  Plowden,  Gabriel  Plowden, 
and  my  daughters  Mary  Nelson  Montgomery,  Frances 
Elizabeth  Plowden  and  Hannah  Plowden,  share  and  share 
alike. 

Sixth.  I  do  hereby  constitute,  nominate  and  appoint 
my  sons  Samuel  Edgar  Plowden,  William  Plowden,  and 
Miles  Hampton  Plowden  as  my  lawful  executors  of  this 
my  last  will  and  testament. 

Witness  whereof,  I,  the  said  Edward  Plowden  have 
hereunto  subscribed  my  name,  affixed  my  seal,  and  de¬ 
clared,  pronounced  and  published  this  my  Last  Will  and 
Testament  this  Twenty-Seventh  day  of  December  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and 
Seventeen.

Mention  has  been  made  of  the  marriage  of  Frances 
Plowden  to  Edwin  Dickey ;  to  them  were  born  and  grown 
to  manhood  and  womanhood  two  sons,  Wallace  and  Ed¬ 
win,  both  of  whom  married,  but  died  without  issue.  Two 
daughters  grew  to  womanhood,  Adelaide  who  married 
her  first  cousin,  Edward,  eldest  son  of  Samuel  Edgar  and 
Nancy  (nee  DuPree)  (widow  of  John  Hodge)  Plowden. 

Another  daughter  -  married  Lamb  Davis.  All  of 

these  with  other  near  relatives  formed  a  colony  and 
moved  from  Sumter  County,  South  Carolina,  in  the  year 
1855  to  a  locality  southwest  of  Americus,  Georgia,  to 
which  they  gave  the  name  Dickey,  for  Edwin  Dickey, 
leader  of  the  colony. 

Dr.  Miles  Hampton  Plowden  and  his  wife  Martha 
(nee  Dickey)  were  parents  of  the  following  sons,  John 
Mickle,  who  married  Mary  Shaw,  but  they  left  no  issue. 

Edwin  Dickey  who  married  Camilla  - .  They  had 

two  sons,  Miles  Hampton  and  Edwin  Dickey.  Before 
their  father  (who  was  the  first  volunteer  for  the  Confed¬ 
erate  service  in  Sumter  County,  South  Carolina),  lost  his 
life  in  service.  The  widow  later  married  Turner  Davis 
of  Sumter  County  who  proved  a  very  father  to  the  two 
orphan  Plowden  boys. 

Mary,  a  daughter  of  Dr.  Miles  Hampton  and  Martha, 

married - Jones.  To  them  were  born  sons,  Robert, 

William,  Dickey  and  Howard;  daughters  who  grew  to 
womanhood,  Nora  and  Mary.  Nora  married  a  Funder¬ 
burk  of  Chesterfield  County,  and  Mary  a  Boschette  of 
near  Summerton,  S.  C.  Annie  married  Rev.  Thos.  Auld, 
a  widower  of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  a  Presbyterian  preacher. 
Sons,  Renwick,  McQueen  and  Thomas.  Daughters, 
Mary  and  Anna. 

Another  daughter  of  Miles  and  Martha,  Frances, 
married  another  widower  Presbyterian  minister,  Rev. 
Edgar  Chandler.  They  did  much  pioneering  work,  estab- 
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lishing  mission  Presbyterian  churches  in  South  Georgia 
and  Florida  and  around  Rome,  Georgia. 

William  Plowden  and  his  wife  Mary  (nee  Dickey) 
raised  two  sons,  William,  who  married  a  Miss  Muldrow, 
and  they  had  two  grown  sons,  William  and  Muldrow, 
and  Samuel,  who  married  Elizabeth  Burgess  of  Pudding 
Swamp,  Williamsburg  County,  and  one  daughter  who 
married  a  McClary.  William  II  never  married.  Muldrow 
married  a  Miss  English,  and  one  of  their  sons,  Charles, 
now  lives  in  Columbia,  S.  C.  The  other,  English,  has  a 
drug  store  in  Manning,  S.  C. 

Samuel  Edgar  Plowden  and  his  wife,  Nancy,  had 
three  sons,  Edward,  whose  marriage  to  his  cousin,  Ade¬ 
laide  Dickey,  and  removal  to  Georgia  writh  her  parents, 
has  been  mentioned.  Edgar  Nelson,  who  first  married 
Isabella  Montgomery;  after  her  death  he  married  Lillis 
Shaw,  a  sister  of  Mary,  already  mentioned  as  John 
Mickle  Plowden’s  wife. 

Edwin  Ruthwin,  who  married,  first,  Anna  Katharine 
Hayesworth,  and  after  her  death  he  married  Harriett 
Rogers.  Daughter,  Annie,  who  married  Samuel  J.  Mont¬ 
gomery,  another  daughter,  Martha  marred  Richard 
Haynesworth,  and  Elizabeth,  who  never  married  but  lived 
her  life  with  her  brother,  Edwin  Ruthwin.  Gabriel 
Plowden  and  his  wife,  Jane  (nee  Montgomery)  had  four 
sons  come  to  maturity,  James  A.,  who  married  Naomi 
Coskrey,  and  after  her  death  Harriet  Pack.  Edward 
Ransom,  who  married  Caroline  Wilder,  and  with  his 
uncle,  Edwin  Dickey,  colonized  to  Dickey,  Georgia.  Sam¬ 
uel  Montgomery,  who  never  married,  died  in  Manning 
December  25th,  1906;  John  Covert,  who  married  Caroline 
McCullum.  To  them  were  born  sons:  Wallace  M.  and 
James  M.,  and  two  daughters,  Eva  and  Jane.  Then  he, 
as  a  Confederate  soldier,  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  fall 
of  Battery  Wagner  on  the  coast  of  North  Carolina,  was 
taken  to  Elmira  prison  in  New  York  State  and  died  there 
in  May,  1865,  and  is  buried  in  the  prison  cemetery.  E. 
Leonora,  the  daughter,  never  married  but  died  in  the 
home  of  her  nephew,  John  Gabriel,  near  Manning  in  May, 
1904.  After  his  wife  Jane’s  death,  Gabriel  married  Re¬ 
becca  Bagnal.  Three  sons,  Joseph  M.,  Isaac  Belton,  Gab¬ 
riel  Whitfield,  grew  to  manhood.  Joseph  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  McCullum,  sister  of  John  Covert’s  wife,  Caroline, 
but  died  childless.  Belton  never  married,  was  mortally 
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wounded  at  the  second  Battle  of  Manassas  and  left  a  fine 
record  of  Confederate  service.  George  Whitfield  never 
married,  died  in  Manning,  S.  C.,  July  4,  1906;  three 
daughters,  Ann,  Frances  and  Mary  Jane.  Gabriel’s  third 
marriage  was  to  Elize  M.  Douglas.  They  had  one  daugh¬ 
ter,  Sarah  R.,  who  never  married;  died  in  Manning,  S. 
C.,  in  October,  1903. 

On  page  204,  Boddie’s  History  of  Williamsburg 
County,  listing  tax  payersf  of  the  county  in  the  year  1811, 
is  the  name  of  Edward  R.  Plowden,  and  the  property 
doubtless  is  the  home  on  Pudding  Swamp  built  by  him  in 
1772.  At  that  time,  Edward  Plowden  was  living  in  the 
fork  of  Black  River,  in  what  was  then  Sumter,  now  Clar¬ 
endon  County,  where  he  had  bought  of  General  Thomas 
Sumpter,  for  whom  Sumter  County  was  named,  more 
than  2,000  acres  in  the  deep  fork  of  Black  River,  of  an 
original  grant  to  Thomas  Sumpter  by  George  II  of  Eng¬ 
land. 

In  that  tract  was  a  bold  stream  which  Edward  dammed 
and  built  there  a  flour  and  grist  mill,  and  on  the  south 
side  of  the  same  stream  and  facing  the  south  prong  of 
Black  River,  not  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away,  he 
built  a  much  more  pretentious  home  than  the  one  built 
on-  Pudding  Swamp  in  1772.  That  house  stood  until 
about  1860  when  it  was  destroyed. 

That  original  land  grant  to  Thomas  Sumpter  and 
transferred  to  Edward  R.  Plowden,  was  handed  down, 
first,  to  son  Edgar  Nelson  Plowden,  then  to  his  son,  Ed¬ 
win  Ruthwin,  who  died  in  1903.  Then  to  his  son,  Edwin 
Ruthwin,  who  died  in  August,  1932.  The  last  named, 
loaned  the  grant  to  Charlton  DuRant,  attorney  for  D.  W. 
Alderman  Sons  Co.,  to  fight  litigation  over  swamp  tim¬ 
ber  in  north  prong  of  Black  River,  sold  to  Alderman 
Lumber  Co.,  and  the  grant  was  lost  subsequent  to  the 
World  War. 

Page  239  of  Boddie’s  History,  John  Montgomery’s 
will,  mentions  Mary  Jane  Plowden,  wife  of  Gabriel 
Plowden,  date  of  will  October  9,  1824. 

The  complete  census  of  Williamsburg  County  of  1790 
shows  not  one  Plowden  in  the  county  of  that  date.  There¬ 
fore  Edward  R.  Plowden,  who  was  the  only  adult  Plow¬ 
den  male  at  that  time,  had  moved  from  Pudding  Swamp 
to  the  house  in  the  fork  of  Black  River. 
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Boddie’s  History,  page  92,  shows  that  in  1776  the 
South  Carolina  General  Assembly  appointed  among  oth¬ 
ers,  John  Plowden  (son  of  Edward  I)  a  justice  of  the 
qudrane  (magistrate.)  Page  142  Boddie’s  History,  lists 
Edward  Plowden  I  as  owner  of  a  lot  in  the  town,  laid 
out  for  Kingstree,  county  seat  of  Williamsburg  county, 
in  1736. 

On  page  186,  Boddie’s  History,  this  record,  in  1811 
the  Brewington  Presbyterian  Church  south  of  the  south¬ 
western  branch  of  Black  River  was  built.  The  Nelson, 
Plowden,  Pendergrass  and  Montgomery  families  compos¬ 
ed  its  membership.  In  1829  Brewington  had  114  mem¬ 
bers. 

This  is  a  general  historical  sketch  of  the  Edw’ard  Plow¬ 
den  I  and  Edward  R.  Plowden  II,  his  son  and  progenitors 
of  all  Plowdens  in  the  Southern  States  to  about  1860: 

period  has  now  been  reached  (1859)  when  the  nara- 
tive  of  Dr.  Miles  Hampton  Plowden’s  descendents  relate 
to  the  present  (1937)  period.  Miles  Hampton  II,  oldest 
of  the  infant  sons  of  Edwin  Dickey  Plowden,  when  he 
died  in  1862,  was  born  in  1859,  died  in  1929.  He  first 
married1  Vermelle  Gamble  and  they  had  seven  children  as 
follows:  1,  John  Edwin;  2,  Clyde  Augustus;  3,  Mar¬ 
garet;  4,  Robert  William;  5,  Vermelle;  6,  Louise;  7,  Han¬ 
nah  (returned  missionary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Board 
in  China.  Now  at  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  New  Orleans, 
La.) 

After  his  first  wife’s  death.  Miles  Hampton  II  mar¬ 
ried  Sallie  Willeford.  To  them  were  born  1,  Helen;  2, 
Miles  Hampton,  III ;  3,  Camilla.  Then  his  second  wife, 
Sallie,  died  and  Miles  Hampton  II  married  Mrs.  Canty 
Boyd  Mouzon,  now  livihg  on  Main  Street  in  Kingstree, 
S.  C. 

First  son,  John  Edwin,  married  Mabel  Carr.  They  are 
now  living  at  the  Leesburg  Hotel,  Leesburg,  Fla.,  and  they 
have  one  daughter,  Jessie  Edwina. 

The  second  son,  Clyde  Augustus,  married,  first.  Ora 
Broadway,  and  after  the  birth  of  their  children,  Bertha, 
Gladys  and  Eleanor,  wife,  Ora,  died  and  Clyde  Augustus 
married  Vera  Broadway,  and  they  have  four  girls,  Fesay, 
Vera,  Elizabeth  and  Ruth.  They  live  in  Leesburg,  Fla. 

Third  child,  Margaret,  married  Lawrence  Keith 
Howie  of  Manning,  S.  C.,  who  died  in  1918,  and  widow

Margaret  has  the  Andrews  Hotel,  Andrews,  S.  C.  Three 
daughters,  Mary,  Margaret  and  Roberta. 

Fourth  child,  Robert  William,  married  Minnie  De- 
Lorme  of  Sumter,  S.  C.  They  live  in  Florence,  Alabama, 
where  he  has  a  real  estate  office,  and  they  have  three  chil¬ 
dren,  Rebecca,  Robert  and  Moultrie. 

Fifth  child,  Vermelle,  married  Giles  Crawford.  They 
live  in  Marion,  S.  C. 

Sixth  child,  Louise,  married  A.  C.  Magee.  They  live 
in  Lamar,  S.  C.,  and  have  two  children,  Archie  and  Edwin. 

First  child  by  second  wife,  Helen,  married  Carl  B. 
Jones.  Address,  102  Alexander  St.,  Charleston,  S.  C. 
Three  children,  Frances,  Carl  B.,  Jr.,  and  Charles. 

Second  child  by  second  wife,  Miles  Hampton  III.  Wife, 
Alethia  Jackson.  They  live  at  Winter  Haven,  Fla.  They 
have  two  children,  Clurry  Hope  and  Miles  Hampton  IV. 

Third  child  by  second  wife,  Camilla,  married  Alton 
Eadon.  Live  at  Leesburg,  Fla.,  and  have  two  children, 
Camilla  and  Alton,  Jr. 

The  youngest  infant  son  of  Edwin  Dickey  Plowden, 
wTho  died  in  1862,  was  Edwin  Dickey  II,  married  Estelle 
Jones.  One  child,  Gertrude,  married  James  A.  Miller  of 
Charleston,  S.  C.,  and  has  three  children. 

This  closes  the  Miles  Hampton  Plowden  chapter  to 
date,  April  20,  1937. 

Until  the  breaking  out  of  the  War  Between  the  States, 
the  Maryland  and  the  South  Carolina  Plowdens  exchang¬ 
ed  visits.  Termination  of  that  pleasant  interchange  was 
just  one  of  the  unfortunate  results  of  that  bitter 
struggle.  Those  happy  exchanges  have  never  been  re¬ 
sumed  and  now  the  younger  members  of  both  branches 
are  in  ignorance  of  the  existence  of  the  others,  or  regard 
them  as  myths  of  the  imagination. 

From  this  point  on  the  attempt  will  be  made,  for  the 
sake  of  clarity,  to  treat  the  descendants  of  each  of  the 
children  who  attained  maturity  and  married  and  had 
children,  each  under  the  head  of  chapters  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5, 
according  to  their  birth,  and  also  to  trace  the  relationship 
to  the  second  generation  of  the  women  born  Plowden, 
who  married  into  another  name.  And,  as  the  first  child 
of  Edward  R.  and  wife  Susannah  was  Frances,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Edwin  Dickey  and  whose  descendants  married  and 
intermarried  into  the  Plowden  family,  the  first  chapter 
is  given  to: 
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CHAPTER  I. 


Chapter  I.  Frances  Plowden  married  Edwin  Dickey 
and  lived  in  the  lower  fork  of  the  Black  River  in  a  very 
stately  home  of  basement  and  two  and  half  stories  on  a 
large  plantation  known  as  “Corn  Hill,”  and  was  joined  on 
the  east  by  the  original  Edward  R.  Plowden  tract,  purchas¬ 
ed  from  Gen.  Thomas  Sumter,  and  on  the  west  by  lands 
of  Frances’  youngest  brother  Gabriel.  At  that  home 
Frances  and  her  husband  lived  until  the  year  1855,  when 
the  husband,  Edwin  Dickey,  lead  a  considerable  colony 
of  emigrants,  Plowdens,  Dickeys,  Davis’,  McFaddins  and 
others,  to  a  location  in  Southwest  Georgia  to  which  the 
name  Dickey  was  given  out  of  respect  to  Edwin  Dickey, 
the  leader. 

During  the  residence  at  “Corn  Hill”  they  were  promi¬ 
nent  in  church!  and  community  life. 

Frances’  husband  and  her  two  brothers,  Miles  Hamp¬ 
ton  and  Gabriel  Plowden,  were  the  chief  movers  in  build¬ 
ing  the  neighborhood  Presbyterian  church,  located  just 
one  mile  north  of  “Corn  Hill,”  one  and  one-half  miles 
northeast  of  Gabriel  Plowden’s  home  and  some  five  or 
six  miles  south  of  Miles  Plowden’s  home  at  Plowden’s 
Mill. 

The  last  pastor  of  that  church  was  Rev.  Edgar  Chand¬ 
ler,  a  son-in-law  of  Dr.  Miles  Hampton  Plowden,  and  Rev. 
Edgar  Chandler  lived  in  the  parsonage  of  the  church 
which  Gabriel  Plowden  bought  for  a  home  for  his  son, 
Joseph  M.,  on  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  McCullum. 

On  the  removal  of  Edwin  Dickey  and  family  and  rela¬ 
tives  to  Georgia,  the  disintegration  of  Harmony  Church 
followed  and  the  cutting  off  of  Clarendon  from  Sumter 
County  and  locating  of  the  county  court  house  at  Man¬ 
ning,  and  the  building  of  Manning  Presbyterian  Church 
is  a  consequence  which  followed  the  county  division  in 
1856,  effected  great  changes  in  the  Harmony  neighbor¬ 
hood.  The  large  Gabriel  Plowden  family  connection,  con¬ 
nected  themselves  with  Manning  Presbyterian  Church. 
Gabriel  Plowden  and  son,  John  Covert  Plowden,  were 
charter  members  and  elders  of  that  church.  Samuel 
Montgomery,  another  son,  was  a  charter  member  and 
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deacon.  The  Miles  Hampton  family  and  connections 
went  to  Concord  Presbyterian  Church  six  or  eight  miles 
south  of  Sumter. 

Among  those  going  in  the  Edwin  Dickey  party  to 
Dickey,  Georgia,  was  Edward  Plowden,  son  of  Samuel 
Edgar  Nelson.  He  had  married  his  first  cousin,  Adelaide 
Dickey,  and  they  had  one  daughter,  Frances,  who  after 
the  War  Between  the  States,  married  Captain  David 
Paden  and  they  later  moved  to  Houston,  Texas,  carrying 
with  them  Charles,  son  of  Thomas  Plowden,  a  brother  of 
Frances  Paden. 

Edward  Plowden  and  wife,  Adelaide,  had  three  sons, 
Thomas,  Edward,  and  Elmore.  Thomas  spent  his  life  in 
the  Dickey,  Georgia,  community,  while  Edward  married 
Martha  McLees  Blake  and  returned  to  South  Carolina  and 
settled,  spending  the  remainder  of  their  lives  in  Greenville 
and  Greenwood  counties,  mostly  in  the  town  of  Green¬ 
wood,  where  they  raised  a  large  family,  one  son  and  seven 
daughters.  They  wall  be  brought  in  again  in  chapter  4 
(Samuel  Edgar)  Nelson  Chapter). 

Elmore,  the  oldest  son  of  Edward  and  Adelaide,  mar¬ 
ried  Jennie,  his  cousin,  daughter  of  Theodore  McFadden, 
a  nephew  of  Edwin  Dickey,  and  Jennie  was  a  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Edwin  Dickey  and  Frances  (nee  Plowden). 
Elmore  and  wife  returned  with  his  wife’s  parents  to  Sum¬ 
ter  County,  S.  C.,  and  settled  in  the  old  McFadden  neigh¬ 
borhood  and  connected  themselves  with  Concord  Presby¬ 
terian  Church.  In  that  community  they  raised  three 
sons,  James  McFadden,  Arthur  Davis  and  Marcus  Viv¬ 
ian.  They,  too,  will  appear  again  in  the  Samuel  Edgar 
Plowden  Chapter  IV.

CHAPTER  II. 


Chapter  II.  Miles  Hampton  Plowden.  Martha  Dickey, 
oldest  sister  of  Edwin  Dickey,  was  chosen  as  wife  by  Miles 
Hampton  and  they  became  widely  and  well  known  for 
their  pioneering  in  mining  for  phosphate  deposits  along 
the  neighborhood  creek  beds,  to  use  in  fertilizing  their 
fields,  for  the  wide  range  of  fruits  and  vines  grown  on 
their  farm,  which  they  conducted  very  successfully,  and 
Miles  Hampton  as  a  physician. 

They  also  made  a  prolonged  visit  to  Florida  and  estab¬ 
lished  claims  to  lands  near  Gainesville,  Florida,  where 
they  engaged  in  cultivating  the  lands  and  establishing 
orange  groves  and  vineyards,  returning  to  spend  their 
last  years  at  the  old  home  in  upper  Clarendon  County  at 
the  water  mill  that  he  had  built  and  which  gave  the  name 
“Plowden’s  Mill”  to  the  upper  township  in  the  fork  of 
Black  River,  Clarendon  County.  When  they  returned 
from  Florida,  they  brought  with  them  the  scuppernong 
grape  for  which  all  that  region  has  Miles  Hampton  Plow¬ 
den  to  thank. 

Their  children  (as  far  as  can  be  learned),  were  two 
sons,  John,  who  married  Mary  Shaw,  a  niece  of  his  uncle 
Gabriel  Plowden’s  third  and  last  wife,  Mary  Eliza  Doug¬ 
las.  John  and  his  wife  died  without  issue.  By  the  way, 
Mary  Shaw  was  a  sister  of  Ervin  Shaw  of  Concord 
Church  neighborhood,  father  of  a  large  family  of  whom 
many  are  living  now,  also  of  David  Shaw  who  moved  to 
Florida  and  has  descendants ;  also  she  was  a  sister  of  Ann 
Shaw,  who  married  Joseph  Chandler  of  Sumter,  Mayes- 
ville,  and  many  of  them  are  now  living;  also  Mary  was 
a  sister  of  Lillis,  who  was  second  wife  of  Edgar  Nelson 
Plowden,  nephew  of  Gabriel,  and  to  him  she  bore  thir¬ 
teen  sons  and  daughters  of  whom  there  are  many  de¬ 
scendants  widely  scattered.  They  will  be  taken  up  under 
the  chapter,  Samuel  Edgar  Nelson  Plowden  No.  4. 

Miles  Hampton’s  second  son  was  Edwin  Dickey,  who 

while  quite  young  married  Camilla  - .  They  had 

two  sons,  Miles  Hampton  and  Edwin  Dickey.  While  these 
were  infants,  the  father,  Edwin  Dickey,  died  when  only 
23,  and  the  war  records  of  Sumter  County,  S.  C.,  attest 
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that  he  was  the  first  volunteer  for  Confederate  service 
after  the  signing  of  the  ordinance  of  secession. 

Miles  Hampton  1st,  and  wife,  Martha,  had  three 

daughters;  Martha,  who  married - Jones  and  had 

four  sons,  William,  Robert,  Dickey  and  Howard!  and  two 
daughters,  Nora  and  Mary  Lee.  \ 

Another  daughter,  Annie,  married  a  widower  Presby¬ 
terian  minister,  Rev.  Thomas  Auld,  of  Charleston.  They 
had  two  daughters,  Anna  and  Mary,  and  three  sons,  Ren- 
wick,  McQueen  and  Thomas  or  Theodore.  All  of  them 
left  South  Carolina  for  Florida.  A  third  daughter,  Fran¬ 
ces,  married  another  Presbyterian  minister,  Rev.  Edgar 
Chandler,  who  was  the  last  pastor  of  Old  Harmony  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church.  They  established  quite  a  fine  reputa¬ 
tion  as  pioneer  Presbyterian  Home  Missionaries  in  the 
vicinity  of  Rome,  Georgia,  where  there  are  descendants 
of  Rev.  Edgar  Chandler  by  an  earlier  marriage,  and  they 
did  much  missionary  work  about  Valdosta,  Georgia,  and 
Madison,  Florida. 
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CHAPTER  III. 


Chapter  III.  William  Plowden,  who  married  Edwin 
Dickey's  second  sister,  Mary.  They  lived  in  the  Brick 
Church,  Mayesville,  S.  C.,  section  of  Sumter  County,  and 
had  two  sons,  William  Edward  and  Samuel  James,  one 
daughter,  Mary,  who  married  a  McClary  and  moved  to 
Georgia.  Son,  William  Edward,  married  a  Miss  Muldrow 
of  the  Mayesville  section  and  they  had  two  sons,  Wil¬ 
liam  Edward  II,  who  never  married,  and  Robert  Mul¬ 
drow,  who  married  a  daughter  of  Rev.  T.  R.  English,  a 
noted  Presbyterian  minister  of  the  period  1860  to  1890. 
Her  name  was  Ann  Eliza.  They  had  two  sons,  Charles 
M.,  who  married  Miss  Lily  English  Shaw,  of  St.  Charles, 
S.  C.,  where  they  lived  until  recently,  when  they  moved 
to  Columbia,  S.  C.,  where  their  address  is  No.  5  Gibbs 
Court.  The  other  son  is  T.  English  Plowden,  druggist 
of  Manning,  S.  C.,  and  he  has  one  daughter,  recently 
married. 

Charles  M.  and  wife,  of  No.  5  Gibbs  Court,  Columbia, 
have  two  children,  Rev.  Charles  McFadden  Plowden  II, 
Presbyterian  minister  of  Brazania,  Texas,  and  daughter, 
Eliza  English  Plowden,  with  parents. 

William  Edward  I  and  wife,  Mary’s  other  son,  Samuel 
James  married  Elizabeth  Purgess  of  Pudding  Swamp. 
Williamsburg  County,  a  noted  beauty  as  well  as  lovely 
character.  To  them  were  born  one  son,  S.  Burgess  Plow¬ 
den.  Hef  married  a  Miss  Logan  and  they  lived  in  Alcolu, 
S.  C.,  and  had  three  or  more  children,  all  dead,  except 
possibly  one  son,  Samuel,  of  whom  nothing  has  been 
heard  in  several  years.  Now  dead. 

Samuel  James  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  had  three  daugh¬ 
ters.  1,  Mary  McGill,  who  married  Elias  E.  Dickson  of 
Manning,  and  they  had  seven  sons,  no  daughters:  Eu¬ 
gene,  Warren,  George,  James,  F.  Wilson,  Edgar  and  Jos¬ 
eph  S.  Of  these,  the  oldest,  Eugene,  and  the  sixth,  Ed¬ 
gar,  are  dead.  The  others,  F.  Warren,  married  Cooper 
Durant;  Geo.  L.,  (M.  D.)  married  Miss  Davis.  James 
married  twice.  F.  Wilson’s  and  Joseph’s  wives’  names 
are  unknown.  All  live  in  Manning,  S.  C.  Second  daugh¬ 
ter,  Harriet,  married  John  Conyers  Ingram,  and  their 
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three  daughters  are  Elizabeth  Ingram,  unmarried,  lives 
in  Columbia;  second  daughter,  Alma,  married  W.  R. 
Fishbourne  of  1502  Hagood  St.,  Shandon,  Columbia,  S. 
C.  They  have  nine  living  children.  Third  daughter, 
Georgia,  married  Donald  Blanding  of  Sumter,  S.  C.  Five 
children.  The  three  daughters  of  John  C.  and  Harriet 
Plowden  Ingram  are  still  living. 

Samuel  Plowden  and  Elizabeth’s  third  daughter, 
Maria,  married  James  M.  Montgomery.  They  had  two 
children,  boys,  both  dead. 

This  brings  down  to  April  20,  1937,  all  the  facts  ob¬ 
tainable  of  William  Edward  Plowden  I  descendants. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 


Chapter  IV.  Samuel  Edgar  Nelson  Plowden.  Married 
a  Mrs.  Nancy  Ann  Hodge,  widow,  who  before  marriage 
was  a  Miss  DuPree.  They  lived  on  a  large  plantation,  the 
original  purchase  made  by  Edward  R.  II  from  Gen. 
Thomas  Sumter  and  large  additions  were  made  to  that 
original  tract.  This  son,  through  inheriting  the  original 
house  and  tract  from  his  father,  Edward,  chose  to  build  a 
house  about  a  mile  east  of  the  Edward  R.  II  house  on  Mill 
Stream,  and  that  house  was  on  a  plot  that  was  bounded 
by  the  Brewington  and  Sumter  Road  on  the  south,  the 
Brewington  and  upper  Salem  road  on  the  east,  and  after 
the  location  of  Manning  as  County  Seat  of  Clarendon 
County,  by  the  Midway-Manning  road  on  the  west. 

That  old  home  and  land  inheritance,  is  the  place  and 
soil  dear  to  the  heart  of  every  Plowden  who  is  familiar 
with  Plowden  history  and  tradition.  There,  through 
three  generations  and  more  than  a  century  was  the  home 
roost,  to  which  every  Plowden  chick  sought  to  put  foot. 

There  for  more  than  a  century  was  kept  a  very  car¬ 
avansary,  an  open  house  to  which  kinsman,  friend, 
stranger,  traveler,  tramp  and  imposter  treeked,  there 
probably,  more  free  meals  and  beds,  more  sumptuous 
feasts,  were  provided  gratis,  than  any  other  heme  in 
South  Carolina. 

For  a  long  lifetime  one  of  the  most  Godly,  open-heart¬ 
ed,  self-sacrificing  women  that  ever  lived  heeded  the  in¬ 
junction  of  Paul,  “Be  careful  to  entertain  strangers,  for 
thereby  some  have  entertained  angels  unawares.’' 

She  heeded  to  the  letter  the  injunction  and  thereby 
she  and  her  brother,  Edwin  Ruthwin  II,  and  her  nephew, 
Edwin  Ruthwih  III,  were  ruthlessly  imposed  on.  That 
lovely  character  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Samuel  Ed¬ 
gar  Nelson  Plowden.  She  never  married  but  devoted  her 
life  unselfishly  to  others. 

Samuel  Edgar  Nelson  and  wife,  Nancy  Ann,  had  six 
children  who  lived  to  maturity:  Edward  James,  Edgar 
Nelson,  Edwin  Ruthvin  II,  Elizabeth  and  Ann.  Also  Mar¬ 
tha. 

The  Samuel  Edgar  branch  of  Plowdens  more  than 
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any  other  have  through  the  generations,  gone  in  for 
sports  of  field  and  stream,  deer,  fox,  duck,  squirrel  and 
bird  hunting  has  claimed  them  as  devotees.  That  is 
probably  due  to  their  environment.  They  lived  near  to 
both  prongs  of  Black  River  in  the  deep  fork,  where  alll 
kinds  of  hunting  and  fishing  was  almost  at  their  doorstep. 

Samuel  Edgar’s  oldest  son,  Edward  James,  married 
his  first  cousin,  Elizabeth  Adelaide  Dickey,  and  so  they 
joined  the  colony  that  went  to  Dickey,  Georgia,  as  has 
been  stated  in  Chapter  I. 

There,  they  had  one  daughter,  Frances,  who  with  her 
husband,  David  Peden,  went  to  Houston,  Texas.  The 
second  son,  Thomas,  lived  near  Dickey  and  raised  a  rather 
large  family. 

Edward  and  Adelaide’s  third  son, '-Edward  James  II, 
married  Martha  McLees  Blake  and  except  for  one  or  two 
years,  lived  in  Highland  Township,  Greenville  County. 
They  lived  out  their  lives  in  Greenwood,  S.  C.,  and  these 
are  their  children: 

Married  H.  C.  Wofford,  of  Wood¬ 
ruff,  S.  C. 

2.  Rosa  Belle.  Became  very  competent  trained  nurse. 
Now  dead.  Never  married.

5th.  Rennie  Elizabeth.  Married  William  Hugh  Johns 
and  lived  till  his  death  in  Greenville.  Her  present  ad¬ 
dress  is  Willons’  Apartments,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

6.  Fannie  Peden.  Married  William  J.  Alexander,  R. 
F.  D.  No.  2,  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

7th.  Thomas  Stewart  Plowden,  Greenwood,  S.  C. 
Married  Lillie  Lake. 

8th  Alberta.  Married  G.  S.  Yeldell,  Greenwood,  S.  C. 

9th.  Martha  Matthews.  Married  Edward  Sauvain, 
100  N.  Union  St.,  Concord,  N.  C. 

10th.  Lois  Virginia.  Married  J.  D.  Jeans,  Clinton, 
S.  C. 

Edward  James’  and  Adelaide’s  first  son,  Elmore, 
married  his  cousin,  Jennie  McFadden,  in  Dickey,  Ga., 
then  moved  back  to  the  old  McFadden  neighborhood  near 
Concord  Church,  Sumter  County,  S.  C. 

Their  first  son,  James  McFadden,  address,  Gable,  S. 
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C.,  R.  F.  D.,  married  Mary  Anderson  of  Summerton,  S.  C. 

Their  second  son,  Dr.  Arthur  D.,  married  Mary  Kidd, 
of  near  Albany,  Ga.,  and  lives  in  Sumter,  S.  C. 

The  third  and  youngest  son,  Marcus  Vivian,  married 
Edith  McFadden  and  lives  near  Alcolu,  S.  C. 

After  his  wife,  Adelaide,  died,  Edward  James  I  mar¬ 
ried  Matilda  Stewart.  They  had  three  children.  First, 
James  Stewart,  druggist,  of  Valdosta,  Ga.,  married  Ossie 
Hyta  Burriss.  James  Stewart  is  dead.  His  widow’s  ad¬ 
dress  is  2006  N.  Patterson  Sa.,  Valdosta,  Ga.  (Died  April 
27th,  1937.)  A  daughter,  Lula,  married  an  Alston,  now 
dead.  She  was  survived  by  seven  children,  Florence, 
John,  Ina,  Jennie,  E.  J.,  Eunice  and  William.  Edward 
J.  and  Matilda’s  third  child,  E.  W.,  now  dead,  was  twice 
married.  By  first  wife  one  son,  Willis,  now  in  Houston, 
Texas,  and  daughter,  Matilda.  By  second  wife,  one  son, 
Edgar,  and  daughter,  Harriet. 

Samuel  Edgar  I  and  wife  Nancy’s  second  son,  was 
Samuel  Edgar  Nelson  II.*  His  descendants  are  numerous. 
By  his  first  wife,  Isabella,  daughter  of  Henry  Montgom¬ 
ery,  one  son,  Henry  Montgomery,  married  Irene, 
daughter  of  Dr.  Durant  of  Plowden  Mill  Town¬ 
ship,  fork  of  Black  River.  They  had  three  children. 
Mary  married  Edwin  Fraser  Miller  of  Sumter,  S.  C. 
They  have  three  children,  Edwin  Fraser  II,  married  Annie 
Huckabee.  One  son,  William  Edwin.  Mary  and  Edwin’s 
second  child,  Jane  Baxter,  married  Edward  Brogdon. 
One  son,  James  Edward.  Third  child,  daughter  Eugenia, 
is  with  parents  in  Sumter,  not  married.  Henry  and 
Irene’s  second  child,  a  son,  Hugh  Ashton,  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Oliver.  They  have  seven  children.  First,  Irene, 
married  Chas.  Thomas.  One  daughter,  Margaret  Anne. 
Second,  Helen,  married  Warren  Dickson.  Third,  Isabella. 
Fourth,  Winnie.  Fifth,  Ashton,  married  Dr.  Bozard. 
Sixth,  Hugh,  and  seventh,  Mary  Miller.  The  four  unmar¬ 
ried  live  with  their  parents  in  Manning,  S.  C. 

Henry  and  Irene’s  youngest,  a  son,  Ruthvin  (now 

dead)  married  Mary - .  Have  four  living  children: 

Clarence,  who  married  Stella  Hogan.  They  have  one 
child,  Clarence,  Jr.  The  other  three  children,  Vincent, 
Mary  Ellen  and  Dick.  Samuel  Edgar  Nelson  II  daugh¬ 
ter,  Isabella,  married  David  Wentworth  DuRant,  son  of 
Dr.  William  Durant.  Two  children:  Warren,  who  married 
Sarah  Lide  and  had  three  children:  Warren,  Jr.,  Annie 
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and  James.  The  other  child,  Lillie,  who  married  Maynard 
Smith  and  had  three  children,  Isabel,  Maynard,  Jr.,  and 
John.  After  Samuel  Edgar  II  first  wife’s  death,  he  mar¬ 
ried  Lillis  Shaw  (niece  of  his  uncle  Gabriel’s  third  and 
last  wife,  Mary  Eliza),  to  them  were  born,  first,  Isabella, 

then  Clara,  who  lived  to  be  more  than  70  years,  but  never 
married.  Third,  Vera,  Married  John  DuRant,  brother  of 
David  Wentworth  and  sister  Irene.  Their  first  child,  Mary, 
married  E.  Mack  McElveen  and  they  have  eight  children. 
Vera  Isabel,  John  Aubrey  (who  married  his  cousin,  Annie 
Nelson),  Henry,  Laura,  Norwood  Reaves,  Mary  Louise 
(married  Merrit  Ives),  Carrie  Olivia  (married  Holland 
Sellers),  and  James  McFadden  and  E.  McCoy. 

Second  child,  Carrie,  married  John  Perry  and  lived 
only  a  short  time.  Two  children:  Edgar  Nelson  Plow- 
den  and  Lena.  Third  child,  John  C.,  Jr.,  married  Ver- 
mella  Douglas  and  lives  at  Alcolu,  S.  C.  They  have  three 
children,  Mary  Tyson,  Clara  and  Miriam.  Fourth  child, 
Dr.  Edgar  P.,  dentist,  Sumter,  S.  C.,  married  first,  Louise 
DuRant.  She  died  childless.  He  then  married  her  sister, 
Clyde.  They  have  five  children:  Louise,  Harold,  Eddie, 
Clyde  and  Harriet.  Fifth  child,  Vera,  unmarried,  has 
taught  and  done  social  work.  She  lives  at  father’s  home¬ 
stead  with  her  step-mother,  Tyson  Fulton  DuRant.  Sixth 
child,  Henry  Eugene,  married  Gertrude  Oliver,  lives  at 
Alcolu,  S.  C.,  and  they  have  three  children,  Annette,  Sam¬ 
uel  0.  and  Mary  Gertrude.  Seventh  child.  Rev.  Marion  A., 
Presbyterian  minister.  Long  Cane  Church,  Abbeville 
County,  S.  C.  Married  Maude  Ellis.  One  child,  Florence 
Tyson.  Eighth  child,  Norwood  Leonard,  married  Elea¬ 
nor  Thomas.

To 
them  was  born  a  son,  John  Gabriel,  but  his  mother  died 
and  left  him  an  infant  to  the  care  of  his  father’s  sister,

land  portion.  He  gave  her  a  home  till  her  death  in  May, 
1904,  in  his  home  near  Manning,  in  Fork  of  Black  River. 
Again,  James  A.  married  Harriet  S.  Pack,  and  to  them 
were  born  eight  children:  Alice  L.,  James  A.,  Henry  W., 
Robert  C.,  Frances  (who  died  at  two  years),  Richard, 
Annie,  and  Jesse  S. 

James  A.  (the  father)  died  at  Georgetown  while  in 
Confederate  Service,  September  21,  1862,  and  his  widow, 
Harriet,  died  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  in  August,  1866. 

Edward  Ransom,  Gabriel's  second  son,  married  Caro¬ 
line  Wilder  of  the  Jones  neighborhood,  in  lower  Sumter 
County,  on  the  Manning  road.  (The  Edwin  Dickey  col¬ 
ony,  included  him  and  his  family  when  moving  to  Dickey,

E.  Leonora  never  married,  as  already  stated.  Samuel 
Montgomery  never  married.  He  died  in  Manning,  S.  C., 
on  Christmas  Day,  1906. 
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John  Covert  married  Caroline  McCullum  of  Bishop- 
ville,  S.  C.,  settled  in  the  Fork  of  Black  River,  from  which 
place  he  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  service  and  went 
through  the  war.  Was  taken  prisoner  at  Battery  Wag¬ 
ner  on  the  North  Carolina  coast,  was  taken  to  Elmira 
prison  where  he  died  and  was  buried  in  the  prison  ceme¬ 
tery  there,  and  a  stone  marker  is  erected  at  his  grave. 

Joseph  Mickle,  married  as  stated,  but  died  in  1864 
without  issue.  His  widow,  Elizabeth,  married  Robert 
K.  Rutledge,  of  Summerton,  S.  C.  Ann  B.  married  Peter

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Of  Gabriel  Plowden’s  children,  12  came  to  maturity 
and  most  of  them  lived  to  rather  old  age,  yet  only  three 
of  the  seven  by  his  first  wife,  Jane  Montgomery,  left  is¬ 
sue.  James  A.,  Edward  Ransom  and  John1  Covert. 

John  Covert,  sixth  son  of  Gabriel  Plowden,  married 
Carolina  McCullum  of  Bishopville,  S.  C.,  and  they  lived 
at  the  home  that  he  built  in  the  Fork  of  Black  River, 
Clarendon  County,  S.  C.,  just  three  miles  from  his  father. 
Their  first  son,  Wallace  Mclnnes,  married  Mary  Sten- 
meyer  of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  and  they  lived  four  miles 
southeast  of  Manning,  S.  C.,  on  the  Manning-Kingstree 
highway.  They  had  two  sons,  Wallace  Steinmeyer,  who 
married  Josie  Hall,  and  they  have  two  grown  daughters, 
Mary  and  Josie,  and  one  grown  son,  Wallace  III.  Second 
son,  Henry,  died  in  1919.

It  is  remarkable  that  though  only  the  three  sons, 
James,  Edward  Ransom  and  John  Covert,  of  Gabriel,  left 
children,  they  have  multiplied  into  hundreds  at  this  time. 
It  is  also  remarkable  that  of  the  five  persons  of  all  the  hun¬ 
dreds  now  living,  were ‘born  Plowdens,  above  70  years 
of  age,  four  of  them,  Rev.  James  M.,  Mrs.  Thomas 
Murray  (his  sister),  Mrs.  J.  R.  (Leila)  Napier  and  Jesse 
S.  Plowden,  are  first  cousins,  grandchildren  of  Gabriel 
Plowden,  the  youngest  son  of  the  four  of  Edw’ard 
R.  II,  who  was  responsible  for  the  whole  southern  tribe, 
and  the  fifth,  Mrs.  James  J.  (Lila)  Montgomery,  who  was 
a  daughter  of  Edgar  Nelson,  he  in  turn  a  son  of  the 
next  to  the  youngest,  Samuel  Edgar  Nelson,  of  said 
Edward  R.  II. 

Another  thing,  perhaps  deserving  of  passing  note,  is 
the  denominational  affiliations  of  the  Plowdens.  The 
first,  Edward,  in  America,  having  exchanged  his  Church 
of  England  connection  for  the  Presbyterian  connection 
of  his  Scotch  lassie  wife,  Miss  Ransom,  from  that  time 
to  the  present  the  Plowdens  of  Presbyterian  bloody  by 
marriage  and  intermarriage  with  Scotch  Presbyterians, 
McFaddens,  McCullums,  and  others,  and  Irish  Presby¬ 
terians,  Nelsons,  Montgomerys  and  others,  have  kept 
the  affiliations  mostly  Presbyterian. 

While  not  more  than  two  ministers,  Rev.  James  M. 
Plowden  of  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  and  Rev.  Charles  McFad- 
din  Plowden  of  Brazonia,  Texas,  are  the  only  two  men  of 
the  cloth  known.  There  have  been  enough  elders  and 
deacons  to  pack  the  assembly  of  the  Southern  Presby¬ 
terian  Church. 

From  time  immemorial,  the  Plowdens  have  been  noted 
for  the  extravagant  table  spreads  that  have  marked  their 
provision.  Many  of  the  Plowden  graves  have  been  dug 
with  the  teeth  of  their  victims.  As  a  family  they  have 
not  been  generally  conspicuous  for  overindulgence  in 
ardent  drink.  However,  more  of  them  than  has  been 
well,  have  put  the  bottle  to  their  own  or  their  neighbor’s 
mouths. 

The  Plowden  women  have  been  celebrated  for  their 
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culinary  efficiency  and  for  the  grace  with  which  they  have 
presided  as  hostesses. 

What  would  we  miserable  mere  men  have  done  but 
for  the  gracious  women  that  by  predestination  have  been 
foreordained  to  spend  their  earthly  pilgrimage  with  us  ?
